The  Council  have  by  contract  laid  about  774  lineal  yards 
of  new  surface  water  sewer  in  Bridge  Lane,  Bramhall. 

The  following  surface  water  sewers  were  constructed  by 
the  Council  under  contract  in  connection  with  making  up 
private  streets  and  other  road  works : — 

Hazel  Grove : 244  yds.  Surface  Water  Sewer. 

Bramhall : 246  yds.  Surface  Water  Sewer. 

During  the  year  a local  inquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  on  the  Council’s  application  for  loan  sanction  to  the 
Hazel  Grove  Drainage  Scheme,  and  consent  to  the  loan  was 
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obtained.  A start  was  made  on  the  works  in  October,  1937, 
and  good  progress  was  maintained  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

An  agreement  was  concluded  during  the  year  between 
the  Council  and  Cheadle  and  Gatley  U.D.  Council,  whereby 
the  sewage  of  the  Bramhall  area  will  be  discharged  to  the 
Cheadle  sewers,  thus  permitting  the  existing  Bramhall  purifi- 
cation works  to  be  dispensed  with.  Negotiations  have  also 
been  proceeding  between  the  Council  and  Macclesfield  R.D. 
Council  for  a similar  agreement,  providing  for  the  reception 
of  the  sewage  from  the  Parish  of  Poynton,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  will  be  completed  during  the  coming  year.

One  notice  to  abate  a smoke  nuisance  was  served,  and  in 
consequence,  forced  draught  and  automatic  feed  stokers 
were  provided  to  the  furnace.

An  entirely  new  farm  dairy  has  been  constructed  to 
replace  a farm  dairy,  now  disused,  and  one  cowshed  has  been 
entirely  remodelled. 

Special  Designations  Order. — One  farm  is  licensed  to  pro- 
duce tuberculin  tested  milk  and  ten  farms  have  accredited 

licences. 

Bacteriological  Examinations. 

Nineteen  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  City 
Bacteriological  Laboratory  at  Salford,  for  the  Methylene  Blue 
Test,  14  of  which  were  satisfactory.  Twelve  of  the  satisfac- 
tory samples  were  obtained  from  persons  holding  no  licence 
under  the  Special  Designations  Order. 
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Twenty-one  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  same 
laboratory  for  examination  for  tuberculosis  by  innoculation, 
and  in  only  one  was  tubercle  bacilli  found.
